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Top Vote - Getter Hoyer, Democrats 
And Gun Law Win in Greenbelt

U.S. Congressman Steny 
H. Hoyer once again received 
the largest number of Green¬ 
belt votes, 4996, in Tuesday’s 
1988 General Election. Al¬ 
most 80 percent of Green- 
belt’s registered voters trek¬ 
ked to the 4 precincts here. 
Greenbelters gave their sup¬ 
port, as expected, to the 
Democratic candidates and 
to the gun law. 

On the State’s hottest issue — 
question 3, a referendum on the 
state legislature’s law to ban 
certain kinds of handguns, there 
was no contest here as 4461 
Greenbelters voted “For” to 2133 
“Against.” The 67.7 percent ap¬ 
proval showed the community 
hasn’t changed its mind since a 
1969 city referendum in which 
voters supported gun control by 
two-to-one. (See box, page 2.) 

Governor Michael Dukakis in 
his bid for the presidency garn¬ 
ered 58.1 percent to Vice Presi¬ 
dent George Bush’s 40.9 percent 
— a victory in Greenbelt, but 
clearly not by a large enough 
margin to assure victory at the 
state level where the candidates 
remain even. A count of the 
state’s 85,000 absentee ballots 
may be required to settle who 
won. In the rest of the nation, 
President-elect Bush swept 30 
states to Dukakis’s seven with 
13, including Maryland, too close 
to call late Tuesday night. The 
Dukakis-Bentsen team out-per-

formed both Mondale-Ferarro in 
1984, 55.1 percent, and Carter- 
Mondale in 1980, 48,3 percent. 

Paul S. Sarbanes won handily 
over Alan L. Keyes, by 69 to 31 
percent in Greenbelt, 70 percent 
in Prince Georges County, and 
63 percent statewide. 

Hoyer trounced his opponent 
John Eugene Sellner by 77.3 to 
22.7 percent here, and 79 per¬ 
cent across the 5th District. 

Judges 

The five judges on the ballot 
all received favorable votes both 
in Greenbelt as well as the coun¬ 
ty and state. 

Questions 

Of the three state and seven 
county questions, all but Ques¬ 
tion 1 easily won the needed vot¬ 
es. Turned down by the voters 
was the right of the Anne Arun¬ 
del County government to take 
land for certain public uses in a 
condemnation proceeding prior 
to a jury’s determination of com¬ 
pensation. This issue apparently 
struck home for Greenbelt res¬ 
idents distressed by the State 
Highway Administration’s abil¬ 
ity to take a portion of Green- 
briar land for the new Baiii- 


m o r e -Washington Parkway 

ramps without waiting either for 
negotiations with the owners or 
a jury trial to set the price for 
the land. 

Turnout 

The turnout of 79.8 percent 
easily bested both the 1984 elec¬ 
tion turnout of 76.4 percent and 
that of 1980, 76.1 percent. The 
county turnout was 77 percent, 
while across the nation only T 
percent of the voters went to the 
polls on Nov. 8.

Task Force Proposed for City Arts 
Policy Receives Positive Response

Approximately 35 people attended the October 17 public 
hearing on the proposed city arts policy, with five speaking 
in favor of prompt adoption and implementation of the 
policy and no one speaking against the proposal. 


The proposed arts policy was 
developed by a task force estab¬ 
lished by the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board (PRAB). 
Task force chairman Tom Rena- 
han summarized the policy, fo¬ 
cusing attention on the state¬ 
ment of purpose that begins the 
report. This statement calls for 
the integration of the perform¬ 
ing, visual and literary arts into 
“the lives of the individuals and 
the community as a whole.” The 
policy consists of a series of 
goals and strategies to achieve 
this result. 

Under the proposed policy the 
city would: establish a variety 
of high-quality arts opportuni¬ 
ties and encourage citizen parti¬ 
cipation in the arts, provide high 
quality facilities for the perform¬ 
ing and visual arts, establish 
Greenbelt as a “cultural center,” 
ensure adequate and increasing 
funding for arts organizations 


and programs, and advance pol¬ 
icy goals through effective plan¬ 
ning and cost-effective use of 
resources. 

To oversee the implementation 
of this policy, the proposal calls 
for assignment of all city-run 
arts programs to one Recreation 
Department staff member. In ad¬ 
dition, council would establish an 
Arts Committee to develop a de¬ 
tailed arts policy and to guide 
the city in its implementations. 
The committee would consist of 
a PRAB member, at least one 
person from each of the visual, 
performing and literary arts, an 
arts educator and two or more 
business representatives, for a 
total of nine to 11 people. 

Cost Estimates 

The city staff, which has re¬ 
viewed the proposal, is generally 
supportive. However, City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese pointed out 
that provision of performing and 


visual arts centers would be ex¬ 
pensive. The staff estimates that 
renovation of 10,000 square feet 
of the North End school building 
for a visual arts center would 
cost $500,000 to $750,000. The 
cost of providing a performing 
arts facility depends upon the 
nature of the facility and until 
that is decided, cannot be esti¬ 
mated, Given current shortfalls 
in the city’s capital improve¬ 
ments budget, Giese said that to 
accept the establishment of these 
arts facilities without funding 
to accomplish them would be 
“meaningless.” 

The proposed city capital im¬ 
provements budget, not yet adop¬ 
ted by council, allocated $552,300 
for renovations to the North End 
Center. However, $396,400 is al¬ 
ready committed as matching 
funds for state grants for a sen¬ 
ior day care center and a senior 
activities center. This leaves 
approximately $156,000. In ad¬ 
dition, the city has recently re¬ 
ceived a county grant of $190,- 
000 for North End renovations. 

However, Mayor Gil Weiden-

Council Tries to Stop Land 
Taking for Parkway Ramps

Greenbelt’s city council has sent a letter to the county’s 
Department of Public Works to try to stop the condemnation 
of land at the edge of Greenbriar. The land is targeted for 
use in relocating the northbound ramps between the Bal- 
Umore-Washington Parkway and Greenbelt Road. 


At a special city council meet¬ 
ing on October 25, there was a 
brief discussion concerning the 
proposed ramns and the condem¬ 
nation proceedings. These ramps 
are designed to go through the 
southwest edge of Greenbriar, 
next to Greenbriar Condomini¬ 
ums’ recreation area — tennis 
courts, swimming pool and com¬ 
munity building. 

Council met with the county's 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation early in Octob¬ 
er to discuss Greenbelt’s concerns 
about noise and safety barriers 
between the ramps and the com¬ 
munity. Greenbriar representa¬ 
tives were particularly concerned 
about the ramps’ proximity to 
the Greenbriar tennis courts and 
to its child day-care center, 

Weidenfeld reported that he 
was told at the time by Public 
Works that the city had three 
weeks to accept the offer of 
$55,000 for the land, or condem¬ 
nation proceedings would begin 
on October 31. Weidenfeld tried 


to extend the deadline, with no 
success. 

Greenbriar residents reported 
to council that they have since 
been told that condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings had already started be¬ 
fore they met with Public Works. 

Council sent a letter to James 
R. Novack, Director of Public 
Works, urging him to halt con¬ 
demnation actions until further 
negotiations take place between 
Public Works and Greenbriar. 

Michael Vaccaro, President of 
the Greenbriar Community Asso¬ 
ciation, brought to the meeting 
a blueprint of the proposed de¬ 
sign and an aerial view of the 
area. “The problem is that they 
(Public Works) see this”—he 
pointed to the map showing pre¬ 
cisely drawn blue lines—“and we 
see this”—and he pointed to the 
picture of the recreation faeRi 
ties, nestled among dark green 
trees.

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Wait And See 

The question of what to do with the North End School 
building has been complicated by the county Board of Edu¬ 
cation's debate over the future of Center School. Citizen ac¬ 
tivists have long urged the rehabilitation of all or part of 
the city-owned North End facility for use as an arts center 
as well as for child day-care and senior citizen programs. 
Now the county school system is also eyeing this site as 
the possible location for a ^ew elementary school building 
to serve Greenbelt. 

There are still many unknowns. Before any city de¬ 
cision on use of the North End School is made, a number 
of issues must be resolved, including the terms under which 
tbe school system would seek to reacquire the North End 
facility, what other sites the school board may have under 
consideration, and the future of Center School if it is not 
renovated. Most importantly from the city's standpoint, 
how will the city, its citizens .its students, its structures and 
its green snaces have fared when all the decisions have 
been made? 

With so many variables now in the mix. we think the 
city council would be wise to hold oft a decision on what to 
do about rehabilitating North End School. Sometimes the 
most significant act is to wait and see.

feld pointed out that the backers 
of an arts center at the North 
End will have competition for 
those funds from other interest 
groups, such as those suggesting 
child day care or a nursery school 
at the site. 

Renahan said that PRAB did 
not ask the task force to con¬ 
sider cost in developing a policy, 
but he did question the staff's es¬ 
timate that an additional full¬ 
time recreation staffer would be 
required. Given that the Recrea¬ 
tion Department is already pro¬ 
viding arts programs, the com¬ 
mittee did not feel that an addi¬ 
tional full-time staffer would be 
required. Giese said that the 
Recreation Department estimat¬ 
ed that at least one additional 
full time staffer would be re¬ 
quired to perform all the duties 
proposed in the draft policy. 

North End Availability 

Uncertainty over the future of 
Center School may affect the im¬ 
plementation of the arts policy. 
The Board of Education has list¬ 
ed the North End School site as 
a possible location of a new ele¬ 
mentary school if they decide not 
to renovate Center School. 

While the policy assumes that 
the visual arts center would be 
housed in the North End School, 
Renahan said that the policy is 
not dependent upon any particu¬ 
lar location. 

Renahan urged council to act 
quickly to adopt the policy and 
establish the Arts Committee. 
This request was supported by 
Eileen Peterson, John Ward, Bea¬ 


trix Whitehall, Kevin Kneisley 
and Keith Chernicoff. 

Ward said that the provision 
of an arts facility is too large 
a task for the individual arts 
groups to do privately. However, 
he said that once council made 
a commitment to provide such a 
facility, these groups could seek 
private benefactors. Ward said 
that private donors will not con¬ 
tribute to groups who can offer 
only their dream of an arts 
facility, with no promise of city 
support. 

The proposal calls for the Arts 
Committee to establish fundrais¬ 
ing criteria for private groups 
seeking financial help from the 
city. Kneisley objected to having 
a city advisory body submit 
fundraising plans for private 
arts groups. He said the com¬ 
mittee’s function should be to 
distribute any grants received 
by the city. Despite this objec¬ 
tion, Kneisley said that it is im¬ 
portant for the city to adopt an 
arts policy. 

Councilmembers Antoinette M. 
Bram, Joseph Isaacs and Edward 
Putens and Mayor Weidenfeld 
all supported the proposal. Coun- 
cilmember Thomas X. White was 
not present. 

Bram suggested that the pro¬ 
posed Greenbelt Foundation, a 
city sponsored endowment fund, 
could be used to raise funds for 
the arts. Weidenfeld agreed, 
saying that Bram’s idea could 
not only benefit the arts but also 
provide a focus for the founda¬ 
tion. 

The proposed Arts Policy will 
appear on the next council agen¬ 
da for formal action.

Granted, the National Guard 
is a worthwhile organization 
when usefully employed, as in re¬ 
cent emergencies such as t^he 
firefighting in drought-stricken 
areas; and the public should 
have 'awareness” of such con¬ 
structive activities. 

But the roar and fumes of 
helicopters and trucks do not 
belong in a quiet city park, one 
of our few remaining natural 
havens. One cannot have it both 
ways. Either we will have a phys¬ 
ical and mental oasis which will 
attract and keep marvelous crea¬ 
tures such as kingfishers and 
blue herons, and give us time to 
think, or we will have a land¬ 
ing pad for helicopters. 

This event was referred to in 
the News Review as the firsr an¬ 
nual National Guard Awareness 
Day; it should be the last held in 
the Lake Park. A more suitable 
location can certainly be found, 
one which would minimize dis¬ 
turbances to the remaining na¬ 
tural areas.

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Panel Debates Approach 
To Curbing Drug Abuse 

by Robert Williams 

A nine-member advisory panel met before about 50 
Greenbelt citizens on October 11, advocating a coordinated, 
three-pronged approach of prevention, enforcement, and 
treatment programs to curb drug and alcohol abuse. 


Prince Georges County Assist¬ 
ant District Attorney and chair¬ 
person Valerie Siegel of Green- 
belt^ Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee led the discussion among in¬ 
vited drug/alcohol counselors, 
program directors, family thera¬ 
pists, and law enforcement offic¬ 
ials. The meeting, which was held 
at the Municipal Building, was 
sponsored by the Greenbelt City 
Council and the Crime Preven¬ 
tion Committee. 

“What works is coordination 
and cooperation,” said Ruth Phil¬ 
lips from the Governor’s Office of 
Justice Assistance. All agencies 
must work together if the state 
and its communities want to 
make an impact on the demand 
for illegal drugs, she said. “Sing¬ 
ly, they sabotage each other,” 

It takes many different types 
of programs to dry up the de¬ 
mand side of the drug problem, 
said Siegel. There are many dif¬ 
ferent causes of addiction, just 
as there are many different kinds 
of cancer and cancer treatments, 
“We must treat the people that 
are using (drugs) and help the 
people who are not to make the 
choice not to use (drugs),” she 
said. 

Ray Lorion, Director of the 
Clinical Psychology Program at 
the University of Maryland and 
substance abuse researcher, said 


a war on drugs calls for a 
“Joint Chiefs of Staff,” consist¬ 
ing of trained parent and teach¬ 
er groups equipped with ade¬ 
quate funding and information. 

Their job would be to design 
and implement programs specific 
to the needs of this community, 
said Lorion. He also recommend¬ 
ed the hiring of a program co¬ 
ordinator to oversee and advise 
on community efforts. 

Family counselor and consult¬ 
ant to the Greenbelt CARES 
Youth Services Bureau, Dr. Da¬ 
vid Pelligrini said recreation 
programs such as Greenbelt’s 
are non-conducive to drug and 
alcohol abuse behaviors, ^)ie 
community can support recover¬ 
ing addicts by providing these 
activities to supplement treat¬ 
ment and prevention programs, 
he said. 

Community after-care and re¬ 
lapse prevention pr9grams are 
vital for long-term recovery, 
said John Boren, because once a 
person is addicted, “it's a life¬ 
time proposition.” Boren is 
group therapist and head of ihe 
Clinical and Behavioral Pharma¬ 
cology Program at the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse. 

Churches and civic organisa¬ 
tions can support relapse pre¬ 
vention programs, Boren said, by 
donating space for groups such

THE COUNTER OFFER 


QUESTION: I received a writ¬ 
ten offer to purchase my pro¬ 
perty. What happens to the 
original offer if I make a 
counter offer? 

ANSWER: A counter offer is 
a combination of a rejection of 
the initial offer and a new of¬ 
fer by the seller. When the 
seller demands a higher price, 
more down payment, or differ¬ 
ent terms, the buyer’s origi nal 
offer is automatically cancell¬ 
ed. In effect, this may burn 
bridges behind you. If the 
buyer refuses your counter 
offer, there is no way you can 
force him to make good on 


the original offer because it 
will have been wiped out with 
the rejection and counter of¬ 
fer. This is a tricky area of 
negotiation that calls for ex¬ 
pert advice.

Council and CRAB Discuss 
Idea ol Greenbelt Foundation 

by Karen Myers 

At a worksession on October 5, the City Council and 
representatives from the Community Relations Advisory 
Board (CRAB) discussed the possibility of forming a 
Greenbelt Foundation which would create funds to be used 
for unique and worthwhile community purposes. 

Discussion of such a founda- on them. He added that the 
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tion has been going on for over 
a year. Councilmember Antoin¬ 
ette Bram first suggested that 
there should be some sort of es¬ 
tablished mechanism whereby 
citizens could leave contributions, 
either in property or funds, to 
the city. Council then referred 
the idea to CRAB, asking them 
to look into the foundation's 
feasibility. CRAB has been meet¬ 
ing with community residents 
and organizations, and has sub¬ 
mitted recommendations to the 
Council. 

Among their recommendations, 
CRAB has suggested that a com¬ 
mittee be formed to set up a 
framework for the foundation 
and determine its goals, t£ie 
foremost goal being to fund 
worthwhile city projects. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld said the city staff 
will draw up a resolution and 
begin to search for committee 
members, especially from among 
those who have had previous 
fundraising experience. 

Mayor Pro Tem Joseph Isaacs 
expressed concern that such a 
foundation may cut into the 
fundraising efforts of other ex¬ 
isting city organizations. He 
suggested that the foundation 
should have specific causes and 
projects in mind before ap¬ 
proaching possible donors. Hav¬ 
ing only vague goals, he added 
would make it more difficult to 
raise funds, especially consider¬ 
ing the competition of other 
groups. 

City manager James K. Qiese 
noted that much of the success 
of such a foundation would de¬ 
pend on a hardworking, exper¬ 
ienced individual to take hold of 
the foundation's goals and move

The Council resolved that 
in the formation of a Greenbelt 
Foundation, the emphasis will 
continually be on community pro¬ 
jects.

Gypsy Moths Discussed 

Next spring as the leaves on 
the trees begin to unfold, tiny 
gypsy moth caterpillars will start 
emerging from egg masses laid 
late this summer. In some parts 
of the county it is likely that de¬ 
foliation of entire trees will occur 
if nothing is done to aid trees in 
their battle for survival. 

A number of organizations and 
concerned citizens throughout the 
county have combined efforts and 
coordinated a public meeting re¬ 
garding the Gypsy Moth. A pa¬ 
nel of experts will make presenta¬ 
tions on November 17 to inform 
and educate residents to the pos¬ 
sible devastating effects the cat¬ 
erpillars can and may have on 
trees. The panel will include: 
Bob Tichenor, Director of the 
Slate Gypsy Moth Program; Dr. 
Michael Raupp of the Department 
of Entomology at the University 
of Maryland Extension Service; 
Dr. Richard Ridgeway, Research 
Leader for the Insect Chemical 
Ecology Laboratory of the USD A 
Agricultural Research Service; 
Dr. Kevin Thorpe, staff entomolo¬ 
gist for the National Coalition A- 
gainst the Misuse of Pesticides; 
and Tim Zastrow of Tree Mas¬ 
ters Pest Management Systems. 
The panel will be moderated by 
Margaret Mallino, Mayor of Uni¬ 
versity Park.

Council Discusses North End

At the September 26 City Council meeting*, Betty 
Timer, member of the Citizens of North End and the Senior 
Citizen Task Force, urged Council to begin renovations on 
the North End Center with the $190,000 provided for that 
purpose by Prince Georges County. 

Timer said that rather than senior citizen activity center. 


waiting for the state grants the 
city has applied for to be ap¬ 
proved, work on the building 
should begin as soon as possible. 
In reference to the old North 
End school, Timer said, “It's not 
any better, it's just getting 
worse.” 

Council's reaction to Timer's 
request was that construction 
should not begin until it is clear 
what monies are available for 
this project. Councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram said, “We can't 
plan if we don’t have the money 
and we shouldn't make promises 
we can't keep.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said the 
senior center is high on his pri¬ 
ority list. He said he would ask 
staff to explore options for how 
to proceed if the city gets max¬ 
imum funding for the project, 
and also how to proceed if the 
city gets no money for the pro¬ 
ject. 

Timer's comments come on the 
heels of the state's rejection of 
Greenbelt's grant proposal for a

What are plaque-diissolving 
agents? 

Plaque is a sticky, almost 
invisible film that constantly 
forms on the teeth. Most den¬ 
tal problems occur as a result 
of the failure to thoroughly 
remove plaque daily through 
the use of dental floss and 
proper brushing. 

Research has been under¬ 
way for many years to disco¬ 
ver a means of dissolving the 
plaque that iis left behind 
even after a thorough daily 
cleaning. Mouthwashes seem 
to be the most promising 
plaque-dissolving agents. Al¬ 
though not completely under¬ 
stood at this time, the effec¬ 
tiveness of any mouthwash is 
apparently linked to its ability 
to destroy the bacteria found 
in plaque. 

A recent study released by a 
major brand of mouthwash 
claims 50% reduction in pla¬ 
que formation in carefully 
moniitored test subjects. Past 
studies using several different 
brands have resulted in vary¬ 
ing degrees of success. What 
is common to all research is 
the fact that mouthwash is to 
be considered an additional, 
rather than a substitute means 
of plaque control. Also, if 
must be remembered that fur¬ 
ther research is necessary to 
verify and repeat the findings 
before this can be considered 
an acceptable form of dental 
disease prevention,

Currently, the city has $391,- 
400 set aside for the North End 
Center project to use as match¬ 
ing funds for state giants. The 
adult day care center grant from 
the state provides $144,000. 

Following the stale’s denial 
of the senior citizen activity cen¬ 
ter grant, staff met with state 
representatives. The meeting's 
purpose was to give the State 
Office on Aging a better idea of 
what the city is planning for the 
senior center. 

The state agreed to reconsider 
the $247,000 grant proposal and 
to respond sometime in October. 

Karen Haseley, Greenbelt's 
therapeutic recreation supervis¬ 
or and member of the Senior 
Citizen Task Force, was present 
at the meeting with state repre¬ 
sentatives. 

In a recent interview, she said 
the proposal did not meet cer¬ 
tain state requirements. To begin 
with, the state requires the cen¬ 
ter to serve 2000 seniors. Hase- 
iey said this requirement could 
be met if the center were open 
to non-Greenhelt residents. The 
state also wanted to know the 
specific programming plan of the 
center. 

Haseley said the one require¬ 
ment the city was having the 
most trouble filling was for an 
on-site food program for the 
center. She said the county cur¬ 
rently provides funding for a 
senior nutrition program at 
Green Ridge House and has de¬ 
nied the city's funding request 
for another program. 

A* The ci ty ja exploring various 
Options to meet this state re¬ 
quirement, Haseley said, but 
moving the food program from 
Green Ridge House was not con¬ 
sidered an option. 

Regarding the likelihood of 
the state accepting the clarified 
grant proposal, Haseley said, 
“We'll just have to wait and 
see.” If the state does not ac¬ 
cept the proposal, Haseley said 
the city would then decide whe¬ 
ther to re-submit a proposal 
next year. 

Haseley noted the city is mov¬ 
ing ahead with plans for an ad¬ 
ult day care program and is cur¬ 
rently looking for a provider. She 
said the adult day care is a form 
of respite care for those seniors 
unable to live independently dur¬ 
ing the day. The program would
